Tips Sent Out to People of
Small Means.

Much Fear Felt That They Will
Lose Their Money.

New York, Aug. 17. Nothing In years
has excited such deen if sunnressed
condemnation in financial and mercan
tile circles In this city as the present
stock-Jobbin- g, operation which Thomas
W. Lawson of Boston is endeavoring tocarry on. It is too early as yet to Judge
how great harm will come to the pub-
lic from Lawson's irresponsible appeal
for money, but the evil effects of. his
advertising methods are already dis-
tinctly visible.

For the Bostonian has had a host of
imitators, and as a result New York
is afflicted with a pest of '"tipsters"
who are making the wildest efforts to
stir up a general gambling fever. "The
newspapers and financial Journals are
widely criticised for lending their col-
umns to these wild-c- at advertisements,
and there is considerable talk of asking
the Stock Exchange to see if some
means of prevention cannot be de-
vised.

Promises of profits in stock specula-
tion as dazzling and impossible as the
dreams of the average mining pro
moter are being spread broadcast, not
only by advertising, but by methods
which Wall street in its most booming
days never heard of. Tipsters
emulating the Lawson claims of un-
told profits have now taken to the
telephone. During the last week an
army of them have been calling up
clerks and small salaried men who
have no financial knowledge and tell
ing they to buy this or that stock for
a rise.

To the same class of people postal
cards, each carefully written In pen
cil, have been sent bearing similar
appeals. This work has been sup-
plemented by rumors started by talk
with salesmen and women In the
wholeale and retail commercial diS'
tricts.

As a result more than one business
man has expressed his fear that a per
iod of rampant speculation may be
started which would put an effectual
crimp In the revival of prosperity.
Financial men admit this possibility,
and say, too, that the Lawson wild- -
catting Is obscuring the legitimate
functions of the stock exchange and
threatening to bring that institution
into public disrepute.

The grand Jury will be held In ses-
sion n --long a mob violence Is
threatened. ' Evidence will be lubr
mlttod to the body from day to day
by officers and soldiers and indict-
ments returned as soon as a case is
made against an Individual.

A large amount of evidence Im-

plicating many citizens of this city
has been obtained during the rioting
and this' will be submitted to the grand
Jury. Suspects have hern arrested
each day during the reign of terror
and will be held awaiting the delibera-
tions of the official body.

Headquarters have been established
at 114 North Seventh street. Just oppo-
site the county Jail by State's Attorney
Hatch. The evidence that will be sub-
mitted to the grand Jury will be collect-
ed at this place. The purpose of estab-
lishing headquarters at this place Is to
facilitate matters In gathering evidence
from the police officers, deputies and
soldiers.

ieneral Voting Is Confident.
The confidence of General Young that

his force is sufficient to render abor-
tive any attempt at mob violence is
fully shared by the negroes. Many
more of them from the residence dis-
tricts came to the arsenal today, swell-
ing the number now being sheltered
by the state to 400. None of them
has left the place sinca they entered.
It is feared that their very presence
would incite a riot and they are guard-
ed as closely as is the ammunitionkept In the building. None is to be
seen through the open doors of thearmory and no negroes go in or out of

t the building. The colored people are
fed from the kitchens of the militia-
men, which are located Just across thealley from the west entrance to thebuilding. They are comfortably quar-
tered and apparently satisfied.

It is estimated that 1.500 negroes haveleft the city since Friday, some of themnever to return. The exodus has takenthem to Chicago.St.Louls.Peoria, Deca-tur, Bloomington, Lincoln, Carlinville.East St. Louis and Jacksonville. Some
have left the state and the kingdom ofCallaway In Missouri.

Is violently Insane, and has run away
several times while out for exercise.Another story, which differs from the
attendant's tale, is in circulation. ItIs claimed that, because of Waltje's
habit of running away, he was left
alone with the sick man when the pa-
tients were taken out for exercise. .

J. T. Bartley, the man who was
killed, was sent to the asylum from
Leavenworth county about a year ago.
Edward Waltje, the murderer, was ed

from Washington county lastJanuary.
An Inquest was called this morning

at the state hospital, and after hearing
the evidence, the Jurv found the follow,
ing verdict:

"We find that J. T. -- Bartley came to
his death byeing strangle- - with arope made 'from a mosonitn bar saltrope being in ' the hands of Edward
Waltje, an Inmate of who
is insane and unaccountabl for - his
acts.

"We further find that the death of
the said Bartley was an unavoidable
acldent, and we exonerate the man-
agement of the state hospital from any
blame."

Dr. Bkldle'g statement.
Dr. T. C. Kiddle, superintendent of

the state hospital for the insane, made
a statement to the State Journal to-
day, in which he said:

"The faots in this case, so far as 1
can learn from a strict Investigation,
and hearing the evidence given by the
employes at the inquest this morning,
are as follows: Both the man who was
killed and the man who killed him,
have been confined to their beds In
that ward. Bartley was really 111, and
suffering from paralysis. The other
man, who spent most of his time In
bed and refused to talk, we consider a
chronic hypochondriac. The fact that
he killed his fellow patient shows that
his physical health was good, although
he has refused to leave his bed except
at brief intervals, for a long time.

"When one of the attendants of that
ward took the other patients out for
exercise Saturday evening, an attend-
ant named Bartsell was ieft In charge
of the two patients in the ward. He
says he looked In at their rooms, and
finding them in bed as usual, went to
the toilet, and was gone about ten min-
utes. While he was absent, he says, he
heard a slight noise, but nothing In-

dicative of any violence, be upon re-

turning to his patients found one of
them dead by strangulation. The
other man refuses to say anything,
and returned to his bed after killing
his fellow patient. .

"Waltje has not been considered dan-
gerous, but rather In the light of aa
invalid. He Is morose and refuses to
speak a word. The story that he has
given trouble by running away is with-
out foundation, as he has been out but
a few times.

'I furnished all the evidence we
could find here to the coroner's Jury
this morning."

We should form an or-
ganization, a law and order league, or
a good citizens" league, to rid our
community of negro lawbreakers. We
do not want the impression spread
broadcast that our people harbor the.
criminals of our race, and we must act
in our own defense and in defense or
the future good name of our people."

Ho Had a White Wife.
Springfield. Aug. 17. Among the

refugees In the arsenal is Mrs. Wil-
liam Donnegan, white widow of the
aged negro who was strung up Satur-
day and whose death followed yester-
day.

"I left my sons to take care of the
house," she said, "for I was afraid
to stay there any longer."

It is because of her marriage to
Donnegan that the mob feeling against
her husband Is believed to have been
aroused.

Azra Richardson.' brother of the
man whose alleged attack on Mrs.
Halam started Friday night's outbreak
is among the negroes In the arsenal.

"I am here and am going to stay
till this thing blows over." he said. "I
had my run for life yesterday. I was
driving a team in the outskirts of
town yesterday afternoon when a
crowd of white men got after me.
There were about eight of them and
all were on foot except two who were
on bicycles. They stoned and said
'let's get that nigger,' but I whipped up
my horses and escaped."

Rumors that A. Rayner. the St.
Louis man who was arrested for alleg
ed participation In the lynching of
William Donnegan on Saturday night,
had confessed to the police could only
be partially - verified today. Rayner
denies that he was concerned in the
actual killing of Donnegan. saying
that he was across the street when the
affair took place. He gave the police
the names of several others, who, he
declared were guilty of participation
in the outrage. None of these persons
are known however. Rayner and
Kate Howard, the latter accused of
participating in the wrecking of Lo
Ber's restaurant, are the only prison
ers against whom the police claim to
have damaging evidence. The How
ard woman has been released on bail.
The explicit charge against her is
grand larceny. She told the police she
entered the restaurant merely for the
purpose of securing souvenirs of the
Friday riot. .

The police and state's attorney are
meeting; with the usual difficulties in
their attempts to discover the leaders
of the riot. isvery persons arrested
asserts that he or she was present
merely as a spectator and tne prisoner
can always produce several friends to
substantiate this claim. Then there is
the plea of the patrolmen mat they
'could not recognize any of the
rioters."
